President-elect Roosevelt is going to 
“zlorify” the tail of a famous trot- 
ting horse. 

He let it be known tonight that 
a five-foot bundle of what used to 
he the tail of Gloster, a trotter 
raised by his father in the early 
seventies, had heen sent to him b¢ 
a resident of Groton, N. Y., and 
that it would be glass enclosed be- 
neath a rare old print of what in 
nis day was a rare old horse. 

Mhe governor, seated before an 
open fire in the executive mansion, 
toid of the amazing track perform- 
ances of Gloster. 

‘You know.” he said, “father 
went in for trotters in 1873, and 
Gloster was the prize of the lot. 

“In his prime he was the fastest 
horse in the world. He trotted the 
mile in 2.20. the first horse to ac 
couplish that feat. 

‘Farher sold Gloster 
of 1872 to Senator Leland Stan- 
ford, of California, who at that 
time was building up his racing sta- 
hle. Gloster was trained in Cali- 
fornia during the winter and Sen- 
ator Stanford planned to ship him 
east for the races. He put him on a 
train at Palo Alto for San Fran- 
cisco. There was a wreck and Glos- 
ter was killed. 

“Now. after 60 years,” he mused, 
“Gloster’s tail has come back.”
